MEMORANDUM ON FURTHER FINANCIAL RESOLUTIONS. 

A. financial resolution has already been taken covering the charges imposed on 
the Exchequer by Clauses 35-70. A further resolution is required to cover the 
charges imposed by the finance clauses proper (Clauses 18-3d), which have been 
postponed. 

The financial effect of the Bill has already been very fully explained in the three 
memoranda (Cmd. 645, Cmd. 707, and Cmd. 786) which have been presented to 
Parliament. The cost to the British Exchequer is made up of — 

(1) the land purchase annuities, which are estimated initially at 3,262,000/. 

and will grow as pending sales are disposed of, hut should not greatly 
exceed 3,800,000/. at the maximum ; 

(2) the growth in the excess of Irish revenue over expenditure, as compared 

with that in the Standard year 1919-20, on which the initial contribution 
of 18,000,000/. to Imperial liabilities and expenditure is based. 

As the excess of Irish revenue over expenditure in the current year is 
estimated at 22,352,900/., the Imperial Exchequer would lose 4,352,900/. if 
it had to accept 18,000,000/. as Ireland’s contribution. The ultimate cost 
depends on the decisions of the Joint Exchequer Board. 

(3) The initial grants of such sums as the Joint Exchequer Board may certify 

to be necessary for buildings for the accommodation of the new Parliaments 
and Governments. 

The sums provided in the Bill for this purpose were 1,000,000/. for each of the 
two portions of Ireland. The resolution, following a Government amendment, leaves 
the amount to be determined by the Joint Exchequer Board. 
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
